In Queen Elizabeth's Reign 
Dean WHITTINGHAM perceiving them 
not to be occupied, nor -Rung a great while 
before his time, was purpoſed to Have ta- 
ken them down, and broken them for other 
uſes; when THOMAS SPARK the Biſhop's 
Buffragan, reſiding at DUR HAM, and, keep- 
ing Houſe there at the ſame time, having 
Notice of the Dean's purpoſe, did ſend into 
Yorkſhire ſpeedily for a Workman and caui- 
ed three of the ſaid Bells to be taken don;

The Biſhops of DUR HAM, when they 
died, were brought to the Abbey Church 
of DURHAM to be interr'd ; the Prior and 
Monks meeting the Corpſe at the Church» 
yard Gates on the Palace Green, where they 
received and carried him through the Church: 
into the Chapter-houſe to be buried. At
